Monday, Nov. 10th, we remember 
the epochal day In 1918 on Nov, 11th 
w hen the guns of battle were silenced 
and the curtain rung down on the 
Great World War, the greatest con 
flict in the history of the world, a con 
lllet which affected the whole world 
and had nearly all countries of the 
and errors that It may or may not 

Worlds had been conquered before 
in other conquests but in those days 
the world was not as fully explored, 
nor nearly as large as was the world 
which was known in 1914. We boast 
ed of our eivilization, some of our 
leading statesmen said that In such 
a high state of civilization a strcg 
gle of any duration was out of thc^ 
question; and then for over 4 year-, 
men fought each other with all tile 
weapons that modem ..cience ccul l 
invent; fought on land, on sea and in 
the air, in the greatest cataclysm of 
all time Fought until their country’s 
treasuries were depleted, and then 
runk their nation in debt to the last 
possible dollar to carry on. vvtfy was 
it necessary to spend these billions 
and billions of dollars and sacrifice 
the millions of lives that were sacrlf 
iced to settle a misunderstanding be 
tween two nations. 

Was it any wonder the bells pealed 
forth, the whistles blew, peyople heav 
ed a sigh of relief and then broke for 
th in song wnen the news kpread that 
the Armistice had been signed ar.d 
peace restored. Four years of nervous 
strain, heart aches, blood and carnage 
that defy any attempt at description. 

Next Monday we rejoice over the 
igoing of the peace compact and we 
r 'member with reverence and love 
those who paid the supreme pric3, 
who gave their lives in the gaining of 
t:ie victory. Financially we are paying 
and will continue to pay for years to 
come for the part Canada took in the 
war. and though we paid our last dol 
Par, our contribution would never he 
as great as those who gave what gold 
cannot buy or restore, their lives. 

So, while we revere thier memories 
and rejoice because of the peace we 
enjoy, let us return our gratitude to 
i he Giver of all Blessings who has be 
stowed upon us the worldly wealth 
that we may be able to live in peace 
and plenty and pay our share of this 
honorable debt. 

TOLERATION TOW ARDS THE 
POOL 

PRESIDENT OF THE CANADIAN 
CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE SAYS 
FARMERS HEARTS ARE WITH 

THEIR POOL ORGANIZATION 

Hon. Lt. Col. J. H. Woods, of Cal¬ 
gary, retiring resident of the Canad¬ 
ian Chamber of Commerce, in the 
course of an address delivered at Tor 
onto, made the following statement: 

"I do not hesitate to speak to you 
about the pool system of marketing. 

I have no brief for the pool, nor any 
excuse or explanation to offer for 
any errors that it may or may not 
have made. Concerning these, I am 
not sufficiently expert to be a judge, 
but It is my firm conviction that the 
wheat pool Is the greatest stabilizer 
of the morale of the farmers of the 
West that exists today. 

"To It In great measure these farm 
ers have pinned their confidence and 
their pride as masters of their own 
commercial destiny and, in my belief 
the destrultlon of that confidence, the 
lowering of that pride, the psychoiog 
leal results that would Inevitably fol 
low upon an abandonment or even a 
partial abandonment of that system 
that they themselves have created, 
would be an Injury almost beyond cal 
eolation. 

"My information from home Is that 
today, In these conditions of strain, 
the membership of the wheat pool 
lias never been more loyal to lt than 
Bootlegging of wheat there always 
has been, is and will be, but none to¬ 
day more than in the days of high 
prices and easy markets. Mistakes 
have doubtless been made. Whoever 
heard of so vast an enterprise being 
erected and conducted without mis¬ 
takes? 

"Pardon these references to what 
might be considered a controversial 
subject, but my appeal is psycholog¬ 
ical rather than material. We are too 
apt to criticize one another to the 
extent of condemnation for errors 
that are no greater than we commit 
ourselves. And herefore I urge that 
we extend in greater measure charity 


of thought and tolerance of judgment 
to one another in all branches of our 
commercial and financial lives, and 
look forward to the future that lies 
before us rather than turn our faces 
to the troubles that lie behind’' 

YELLOW STOCKINGS 

One of the oldest Boys' Schools in 
the British Isles is known by the 
strange name of "The Bluecoat 
School," or Christ's Hospital. Like 
many other famous English Schools 
It has centuries of history behind it. 
Wearing long blue coats and bright 
yellow stockings right up to the knee 
the boys are a picture in the Lon¬ 
don streets cr in the playground 
Theli attire is always the same, whet¬ 
her it; or o.:t of school; and despUc 
the weather they go hatless const¬ 
antly. 

The Prince of Wales visited them 
lately and gave a fine speech on the 
opening of the New Science Building. 
Over 800 scholars were present. Their 
Royal visitor by virtue of his princely 
office, knows the imperial value of a 
sound education. He emphasized the 
importance of study from an imperial 
standpoint ami Impressed on the boys 
the value of mastering such subjects 
ns geograhy, biology, etc. 

One sees more and more how un 
iversnl is the appreciation of a sound 
rcn. In a recent pamphlet issued in 
Alberta the Minister of Education 
says. "It is of the utmost importance 
as a piece of national insurance that 
our boys and girls receive the oppor¬ 
tunity to fit themselves physically, 
mentally and morally for the proper 
discharge of all their duties and res¬ 
ponsibilities both public and private. 

Among the many agencies at work 
along these lines is the Junior Red 
Cross in the schoolroom, teaching by 
new methods, health, citizenship and 
service. The Superintendent will be 
glad to mail you information on this 
important subject.

New rural schools must now have 
inside toilets and the endeavor of tl.e 
Town Planning Office is to advise all 
rural school authorities to make pro¬ 
vision in old school grounds to ade¬ 
quately provide for recreation facil¬ 
ities and then logically to consider a 
planting and beautification program. 

It is found necessary to stress the 
fact that beauty must be founded on 
order, and to urge that planning is 
necessary for effective planting, 
which should not merely be used lo 
cover the mistakes of bad planning. 

In the small centres of population, 
a local horticultural society may 
play an important part In municipal 
development by interesting itself in 
a public planting program, doing in 
a small way what the Park Boa id or 
similar body does in the city. In a 
similar way, while the small town or 
village may not aspire to an inspir¬ 
ing "civic centre'

It would have taken 56 tons 
of hay figuring 4 pounds per head 
day, to have fed the sheep for 
four months, and figuring hay at $8 
per ton, this would make a saving to 
me on hay of $448.00, or making the 
beet tops worth $30.00 per acre. Tht 
beet tops lasted until the 29th of Fet 
~uary. I then put the sheep on hay 
and pressed pulp, and they were in 
dne condition when they went on the 
range. 

I can safely say that where a far 
mer is raising beets, that he to get I 
fng two crops in one, as the beelfe 
from a 10 ton crop of beets is equal 
to an average crop of alfalfa hay 
gromi on his land.
